Numerous unidentified flying objects of undetermined size or shape were sighted vy 

grownd electronic means between 01308 and 0230S (lasting 1 hour) on 29 July 1952 by 
members of a radar wit located near Osesola, Wisconsin, vho vere on duty. Sise of the 
Diips which constituted the sightings vere normal with the exception of one large vell- 
defined target, speed of this target was 600 mots as computed on the radar seope set 
on the fifty nautical mile range.
